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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the fifth office action for U.S. Application 09/897,568 for a Cable 
Feed Bushing and Method of Installing a Cable Through a Wall or Other 
Structure filed by James E. Dickens on July 7, 2001 . 1-14 and 19-22 have been 
canceled. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 15-18 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 

reasons for allowance: The prior art discloses a threaded bushing with a planar 
head that is installed using an installation tool with an arcuate body portion with a 
handle and projections protruding from the body portion that correspond to the 
installation holes in the head portion. However, the prior art does not disclose a 
method of providing a bushing comprising the following steps: providing a hole in 
a structure; inserting the distal end of the bushing into the hole in the structure; 
inserting engagement protrusions into cavities in the head portion of the bushing; 
applying an installation force to the engagement protrusions; removing the 
engagement protrusions from the cavities; inserting a cable into a passageway of 
the bushing; reinserting engagement protrusions into the cavities, and applying 
an installation force to the engagement protrusions.
